Thence to Can¬ 
ada. If thi. is the tiue explanation 
of these despatches announcing, de¬ 
feat of Brlti.-h arms and cap.uie or 
thousands ol British prisoners, then 
some officials in the Admiralty must 
Ot foo.s or oui-and-out p.o-Gt-nnans.
